DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/22/2010 
has been entered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 11-16,31-34 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 11-13,31 

Minoura et al (US 6108064) discloses (fig. 41 and Fig. 48) a reflecting layer (42) 
for reflecting incident light; a liquid crystal layer (1) provided on the reflecting layer in 
which alignment of liquid crystal molecules is vertical (Column 13, rows 34-35); and a 
retardation plate (8 or 9) and a polarizing plate (10) provided on a front surface of the 
liquid crystal layer (1). Wherein the retardation plate (8) 

Minoura et al does not disclose the birefringence in a direction of the thickness 
nor the value range of Rf/RIc and the projection and depression average tilt angles. 

Wakita et al discloses (Fig. 18e) wherein said reflecting layer has projections 
(shown in Fig. 18e) and depressions formed on a surface thereof, an average tilt angle 
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of the projections and depressions being a value of 4°-1 1°. It would have been obvious 
to one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to have the 
projections and depressions being a value of not less than 4° nor greater than 6°, and 
not less than 7° nor greater than 9°, and not less than 10° nor greater than 15°, since it 
has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Ohmura et al discloses the birefringence in an in plane direction of the 
retardation ratios RF/RLC. Ohmura et al does not disclose the retardation in the 
thickness direction (perpendicular direction). Therefore, the prior art does not disclose 
wherein the retardation plate has a negative refractive index anisotropy in a vertical 
direction to a surface thereof birefringence in a direction of the thickness, a ratio 
between a retardation RF thereof and a retardation RLC of the liquid crystal layer, 
RF/RLC being a value of not less than 0.6 nor greater than 0.9 or a value of not less 
than 0.5 nor greater than 0.8 or a value of not less than 0.4 nor greater than 0.7. 

Claims 14-16 depend on Claim 11, therefore are allowable. 

Claims 32-34 depend on Claim 31 , therefore are allowable.
